Hi Zac, 


As we discussed, we discovered four unreported over threshold mort events during our Rant Point 
audit, these are as follows: 


July 18, 18 — 2, 146 morts with a total biomass of 11 063 Kg during a one day mort retrieval 
July 26, 18 - 978 morts with a total biomass of 5159 Kg during a one day mort retrieval. 
August 6 — 10 — 1980 morts with a total biomass of 10380 Kg during a 5 day mort retrieval. 
August 17, 18 — 771 morts with a total biomass of 4123 Kg during a 1 day mort retrieval. 


This site runs uplifts daily and daily mortality with uplifts are around 200 / day, due to the size of the 
fish ( 5.4 Kg) the uplifts are inefficient, during dives the clean out has put the biomass over the 
reporting threshold on the above dates. The site has classified most of the unreported mort events as 
‘Old’, environmental ( and low level harmful plankton) as well as some non 
performers. 


Note that this site did report a mort event in June due to harmful algae but this event was resolved. 


On further discussion with Michelle apparently they discovered an un reported mort event at Bedwell 
as well today. This occurred on July 13 , the mort count was 6788 @ 1.107 Kg to give a one day event 
of 7514 kg. Again this was due to inefficient uplifts followed by a mortality retrieval using divers. This 
was a Clean out after hydrogen peroxide treatment in early July.
